the title of "The Militia and the Army." 
The article is introduced with a consid- 
eration of th* probable occasion, inter- 
nal and external, which may call for th* 
employment of th* military force of the 
Katiou. Tb* necessity nnder modem 
conditions bating tb* military service 
ia a state of readiness for the duties 
which may be required of it is strongly 
insisted on. The article contains a great 
number of suggestion* which General 
MoClellan's reputation as a scientific 
•oldier rtnders ol special interest. An 
increase of tb* army is recommended 
•specially in the cavalry and artillery 
arms. The whole number of men of all 
arms, in the writer's opinion, should 
reach nearly 40,000 men. Tb* com- 
plaint has sometimes been mad* tbat 
the army ia "top heavy," and has too 
many officers. 
General McClellan'r 


authority cannot be cited in support of 
this view. His view was tbat the ability 
to rapidly increase the strength of the 
army and to improvise new armies 
depends chiefly upon the maintenance 
in time of peace of large and thoroughly 
trained stuff corps. In this respect, 
the article declares, our military organi- 
zation is still deficient.

Washoe county, and relator Alexander 
is District Attorney of said county. 
They ask that th* writ of mandamus be 
issued to eornpul the Connty Commis- 
sioners to pans and Allow certain claim* 
presented by theas in their official ca- 
pacities, Vfhich they insist they ar* en- 
titled to nnder the Amendatory Act to 
regulate th* salaries of Connty Auditors 
"Approved March 30, 1879" 
(Stat. 


1879, 129;) th* "Act to regulate fees and 
compensation for official and other ser- 
vice*," approved February 27, 1893. 
(Stat. 1883, 02, sec. 10;) the "ActfUing 
the salaries of certain county officers," 
approved March 7, 1883, (Stat, 1883, 
114) and the Act relating to State and 
county revenue, approved March 9, 
1865, (Stat. 1865, 271.) They contend 
that the fees and compensation oi 
county officer* which are collected for 
a public service is a tax and base their 
claim for salary and lees under the Acts 
above mentioned upon the ground tba 
th* "Act regulating th* compensation* 
of connty officers in the several oonntie* 
of this State, and other matter* relating 
thereto," approved March 11, 
(Stat. 1885, 85) in in violation of Section 
20 Art 4 of th* Constitntion which pro- 
hibits the Legislature from passing any 
local or special laws: "Forth* assess 
ment and collection of taxes for State 
county and township purpos**." In 
support of this position they cite, anc 
rely upon tb* decision of tb* conrt in 
Manning vs. Klippie, 9 Or., 373. 


Upon the oral argument certain objec 


tions were urged againit the entire Ac 
of 1885; but in considering the question* 
involed, we (ball limit th* diacnusion t 
that position of the Act which relate* t 
Wasboe county, as that » complete in 
itself and is independent of th* provis 
ion* wbieh r*l*t* solely to other coun 
ties. 


Did th* friunu* of the Conititntion 


intend that the cUui* prohibiting loca 
and special laws for the assessment an 
collection of taxes should apply to fee 
and compensation ol county officers? 


It must be conceded that the fee* an 


compensation of county officers i* t 
some extent in tb* nature, ot a tax upo 
tbe citizen* of the county. Th* wor 
"tax" 
ha* many meanings and in it 


broadest significance include* fees, coat 
and all other pecuniary burdens impose 
upon the people nnder authority, 
law. But it doe* not follow—betanse 
taxe* might in a certain sens* inclnd 
fees—that such was necessarily the in 
tention of the trainers of the Constitn 
tton by the language used in the lectio 
referred to. License fees ar* often im 
posed nnder the general power of taxa 
tion; bnt they are sometimes impose 
under th* police power and it is alway 
the duty of courts, when the qutstio 
is raised, to determine nnder whio 
head the fie* are to be classsd, as th 
rnle* of law governing the one do no 
necessarily control the otber. 


An Act of the Legislature which 


•ot prohibited by the exprea* word* o 
the Constitution, or by necessary lapl 
cation, ought not to be declared void 
in violation of that instrument. It 
only in cases wher* the provision* 
the Statute manifestly infringe upon th 
provisions of the Constitution tba 
court* an authorized to declare th 
Statutes void.

onstrued, as a prohibition upon (he

This 
AX has never been nnilorm throughout 
be State. It has always been regulated 
with reference solely to the condition ol 
•onntiei, and the rate is fixed in each 
Bounty without reference to the rate 
stablished in others. The Act of 1885 
'regulating the compensation of county 
ifficer* in the several cosntiei of this 
State" does not impose a tax fpr revenue, 
imposes and was not intended to have 
bat effect. 
Thu question was decided in Stat* 


>x rel. The Attorney General vs. The 
lodges, 21 Ohio St. 11, where it wa* 
lontended by counsel that the fee* and 
charge* exacted nnder an Act limiting 
be compensation of certain officer* were 
u the uature.of a tax for the purpose 
of raising general revenue. The conrt, 
n discussing the provisions of the Act 
laid: 


"The plain design of the Act is not to 


lax those requiring official services, for 
the purpose ot general revenue; bnt to 
require payment of a reasonable com- 
pensation for the facilities afforded and 
he services performed. If, in the prac- 
tical operation of the Act, the effttct 
should be to leave a surplus for the use 
of the county—which i* contingent— 
this would result from the difficulty 
found in prescribing such 
rates of 


charges as to make the receipts exactly 
correspond with the cost of maintaining 
the offices. Exactness of correspondence 
in thi* respect cannot be attained; bnt 
experience, and the keeping accounts of 
the receipts of the various officers, will 
enable this end to be accomplished by, 
reasonable approximation. 
It is competent for tile Legislature to 
provide for compensating all public offi- 
cers by salaries. U it should see proper 
to do so we know of no provision of the. 


to refer to the fees and salaries of county 
officers. Now it appears to me, that al- 
though it might be possible t* fix the 
tees of office at a uniform rate, yet, in 
cases where they are paid by salaries, 
those salaries must necessarily be differ- 
ent. In the county of Storey, for ex- 
ample, the connty officer* should have 
greater salaries than the game officers 
should be allowed in the connty of 
Churchill, or some of the other coun- 
ties." Mr. Banks, in reply, contended 
that a general law could be passed that 
would provide equitably for the salaries 
of the officers "in different counties 
where the duties are diflcrt-nt;" that the 
Legislature could abolish the fee system 
and adjust the salaries of the officer; 
"that where the receipts ara .greater the 
salaries should be greater in proper- 
tion;" that the fees collected shonld be 
paid into the county treasury, and th* 
salary regulated by the amount of the 
fees paid; "that in that way they could 
have a general law which would be 
adapted to the want* of each particular 
county, no matter what amount of busi- 
ness was done in such county." 


When the question recurred on the 


adoption of the original Section/ Mr 
Frizell, moved to amend it by strikinj 
out after the word* "county and town- 
ship officers," the word* "and their 
compensation;" also, by striking oul 
the words, "in relation to fees and sal- 
aries," and in support of his motion 
said: "I do not think that any law can 
be made which will bear uniformly in 
regard to the fees and salaries of officers 
in this proposed State. I do not think 
that any general law can reach tbat sub- 
ject fairly, if a general law can be made 
to reach it at all. * ' I think the sub 
ject is sufficiently regulated, in Section 
21, which follows, where it is made oblig 
atory on the Legislature to make al 
laws uniform and general in their oper 
ation, ib all casts where general laws 
can be made applicable. But, conscien- 
tiously speaking, I do'not see that any 
general law can operate uniformly and 
correctly in this matter of the compen- 
sation of officers, and therefore I pro- 
posed to strik* out those words." The 
question was taken, and th* amendment 
was agreed to. (Conat. Deb. 152). 


From this it will be seen that the 


question whether the Legislature should 
be prohibited from passing local or 
special laws, in relation to tbis subject 


Constitntion that would forbid exacting was fully discussed aud fairly presented, 
from persons requiring, and who are 


all practiaable equality, and justice, upon 
a uniform rnle. The 'prohibition in 


especially benefited by tbe performance 
of official aojrricfls, a reasonable compen- 
sation tB«r«fur, to.be paid into the pub- 
lic treasury, to reimburse the public for 
th* expense, iuonrre,d in providing and 
maintaining auob. offices. It is not es- 
sential to »,Uch exactions that they 
shonld injure, to the, personal benefit of 
the officer. Tke; officers are but the 
agent* oi tit State for, transacting tbe 
public businew; and it is, in its nature, 
» matter wholly immaterial to those re- 
quiring their services, whether the 
amount to b* paid therefor goes, to the 
officer, or into tbe public pBUury, pro- 
vided no more is exacted than ;« just and 
reasonable for the, facilities afforded, 
and'^ffqnvict.s. perlanfletL If the ex- 
ae^loni »te called ^fxe,* they becomf 
none tha IBIS, au/4 M to those on whom 
they are imposed, by being paid to the 
officer, than tf paid juto tb,* public 
treasury. 
(Sjee algo St^t* vs. R«atn, 16 


Neb. 685.) 


These view* are decisive of th* ques- 


tion nnder consideration; but there is 
another method of arriving at the inten- 
tion of the member* of the Constitutional 
Convention, in inserting the various pro- 
visions oi Section 20, prohibiting local 
and special legislation which will bring 
about the same result. 
We refer to th* 


aid given by an examination of the de- 
bates in the Convention upon this sub- 
ject. 
When "the proceedings clearly 


point out the purpose of tbe provision, 
the aid will be valuable and satisfac- 
tory." (Cooley's Con. Liq. 66.) 


When Section 20 was presented in the 


Cocveution it prohibited tbe Legislature 
from passing local or special laws "reg- 
ulating the election of county and town- 
ship officers, and their compensation for 
the assessment and collection of taxes 
for State, county and township pur- 
poses; in relation to fees and salaries." 
(Cons. Deb. 146,117.) 


Mr. Frizell rose for information aud 


*aid: "This Section says that the Legis- 
'ature shall not pass local or special 
lawi in certain case*, and then the case* 
jut enumerated. One clause oi It seems 


The fact tbat all clause* relating to tbis 
subject were excluded in expressing tbe 
will of tbe convention is signiBcant. 
Tbe adoption of lite amendments fur- 
nishes very strong evidence, and con- 
sidered in connection with the reasons 
given therefor, it becomes conclusive 
tbat the member* did not intend to 
place any restriction* upon the power 
of the Legislature m regulating the fet* 
and compensations of county officers by 
any of the provision* enumerated in 
Section 20. 


nection 21 provides tbat "in all cases 


enumerated in the preceding Section, 
and in all other caies where a general 
law can be made applicable, all laws 
shall be general and 9! uniform opera- 
tion throughout th* State." 


Could a general law be enacted which 


would be applicable to every oointy in 
th* State? 


Any effort to draft such a law would 


b* liabl* to result in making the com- 
pensation of officer* wholly inadequate 
in the small aud sparsely populated 
counties, or exorbitant in tbe larger aud 
more populous ones. Some of the coun- 
ties have mueh nor* legal and public 
business than others, and the compen- 
sation of officer* to secure tb* ends ot 
justice a»d meat ths requirements of 
tbe public service, shonld be regulated 
with reference to tbe condition of tbe 
respective count las and th* amount and 
character of th* business transmuted 
therein. A fee bill that would satisfy 
tbe people ot Churchill county woulc 
not b* apt to answer tie requirement! 
of the people in Eureka or Wasko* 
comities. 


In the present condition of offairs in 


thi* State, it would, at least, be difficult, 
if not impossible, to fix and graduate 
th* compensation bv population, or the 
am*nnt of fees collected, so as to make 
a general law that w«nld be applicable 
Io every county in tbe Stat*. 


We had occasion to refer to this sub- 


ject in Evan* vs. Job, S Nev. 334, to 
show "that it wai th* inUntiop of the 
trainers oi the Constitution to allow the 
Legislature to past some local and spec- 


al laws," and we then stated that local 
egialation had alviay* been exercised 
»y the Legislature end acquiesced in by 
he people in regulating the salaries of 
certain County and District officer* and 
nointed out th* difficulties that wer* 
table Io b* encountered by attempting 
o make such law* of uniform operation 
hroughont the Stat*. 


1» People vs. C. P. B. S, Co., 43 Cal. 


433, tbe Court said: "It is obvious that 
every law upon a general subject is not 
>er se., nor by Constitutional intend- 
ment, necessarily a law of a general na* 
tnre. Tbe subject may be general, but 
tbe law aud the rale it prescribe* may 
be special. Fees of office, for instance, 
constitute a general subject—ona which 
pervades tbe length and breadth of th* 
State, and extends into every political 
subdivision of which it is composed—yit 
a statute may prescribe what the fen 
of office shall be in a particular county, 
and may declare that they shall differ 
from fee* established for th* same offi- 
cial dntie* performed in another county. 
Snob a law would not be a law of a gen- 
eral naiare, involving tb* Constitutional 
necessity of uniform operation, bnt it 
would be a special law upon a general 
•nbj»ct, and at au early period in oar 
judicial history the constitutionality of 
inch a statute was unhesitatingly sus- 
tained by thia Court. (Ryan vs. Joan- 
son, 5 Cal. 85}." 


The case of Miller vs. Kister, 8 W. C. 


R. 341, bai no application to tbe case at 
bar, as it was decided under the new 
Conititntion of California which ex- 
pn>»slr prohibits tbe Legislature from 
passing local or special law* "a9eetiog 
tbe fee* or salary of any officer." 


It is contended that, in any event. It 


was the duty of the Commissioner* to 
allow petitioners claim*, nnder the Act* 
mentioned in the petition, for service* 
rendered by them, during the period of 
iime between the decision of thi* Court, 
in State ex ret, Attorney General Boyd 
19 Nev.—), and the approval of the 


Act of 1885. This position cannot b* 
maintained. That decision related to 
the Act of 1883 attempting to make th* 
Treasurer ef Wasboe connty ex 
offido 


Assessor, and it was decided that th* 
action so far as it establish*) a "differ- 
ence in the government of Washoa 
connty from that of the other oonntri** 
in the State—violate* th* uniformity 
contemplated by th* Constitution" in 
Section 25, Art. 4. Tb* decision did 
not affect the provisions of the Act 
which related to tb* compensation of 
the Connty Recorder and District At- 
torney. Tbe allowance to these officer* 
for that period pf time should be made 
under th* provision* of that Statute 
(Slat. 1883, 731. 


We are of tbe opinion that th* Legis- 


latnre of tbis State has the power to 
puss local or special laws regulating tbe 
compensation of county officers; that 
tbe Act of 1885, insofar a» it relate* to 
Wasboe countr, is constitutional, and 
tbat tbe respondent* were justified in 
refusing to allow the claims presented 
by the rilators,
